The recent decline in stocks is ex­ 
plained b y the Commercial and Finan­ 
cial Chroniple as due to the “undis­ 
guised war against capital in all its 
v arious forms.“ Very likely, says the 
Kansas City Times, this reasoning is 
consoling to the financiers who hav e 
b een b ulling the market.

TOM CUNNINGHAM, OF JOPLIN

Built a Street Out of His Personal 
Funds and Did Other Un­ 
usual Things. 


Tom Cunniiigliam, b anker, philan­ 
thropist and former mayor of Joplin, 
has some peculiar ideas regarding re­ 
muneration for pub lic omce.

For two years Mr. Cunningham was 
mayor of the city of Joplin, and for the 
services rendered to the city as its 
ex ecutive Mr, Cimningliam was en­ 
titled to draw 
% 
i 
j m yearly, b ut an 
investigation of the b ooks shows that 
for his term just ended not one cent 
of salary was drawn b y him. 
The 
$2,000 due to him, he says, will b e 
given to the city for improvements. 
Two years 
ago, 
when the demo­ 
crats nominated and elected Cunning­ 
ham. he took office without making 
more than one promise. 
Within 10 
hours after he 
had b ecome mayor he 
put men to work b uilding an ex ten­ 
sion of Twentieth street toward the 
east, Just as he 
had 
promised he 
would’ do if he were elected. 
That 
was the fulfillment of his sole pledge. 
But when no b ill was presented for 
payment, the council made inq uiries 
of the contractor who had b uilt the 
ex tension, which was more than half 
a mile in length. 
To their surprise, the councilmen 
learned Cunningham had paid the b ill 
out of his own pocket. 
The road had b een graded and sub ­ 
graded and then macadamized. 
A few weeks b efore his term of of­ 
fice ex pired, the city b ecame involved 
in some troub le with a local attorney 
over a b ill which he alleged the city 
"^owed him. 
A majority of the mem­ 
b ers of the council 
voted the b ill 
down. Cunningham b elie%'ed the hill 
Just and. a few days later, the at­ 
torney re c e ive d the mayor*s personal 
check for the full amount. 
Many other deeds 
such as these 
were performed b y Cunningham while 
he was in the office of mayor. %ut said 
nothing ab out it. The mayor had no 


p ress agent. 
To a Po st-Dispatch représentâti\ e 
Mr. C unningham said he was 
to m en accep ting a salary for filling 
an office of honor in a city w here they 
have m ade every dollar they have. 
“When I was nom inated to the oi 
fice of m ayor.” said Mr. C unningham , 
•‘I p rom ised the people m the s ^ th -

But so great 
a h old h ad th e dream taken upon h im 
th at h e continued to play th e same 
number, and th ough h e lost 19 times 
out of 20 h e persevered for several 
days, at th e end of wh ich time h e 
found h is losses amounted to £ 5,000.

upon h im, and wh ich was th e direct 
means of h is losing th e remainder of 
h is fo rtune. 
He th ough t h e was standing in th e 
Av enue de I’Opera, Paris, waen a po­ 
lice officer came along with a squad 
of gendarmes 
and 
h alted with in a 
h undred feet of h im. 
He watch ed 
them idly, and soon experienced 
a n 
uncontrollable desire to find out h ow 
many th ere were, but just as h e be­ 
gan to count th e officer issued per­ 
emptory commands, 
wh ich were so 
promptly obeyed th at th e dreamer bad 
no ch ance of satisfying h is curiosity. 
Finally, h owever, th e men stood in 
single file facing th eir officer, and Mr. 
Smith was just able to make out th at 
th ere were 27 in all, wh en h e awoke. 
Being superstitious, like all gamb­ 
lers, h e at once saw in h is dream th e 
finger of fate silently pointing to 27 
as th e lucky number, and th e follow­ 
ing day h e was early at th e tables and 
staked a large sum on it.

Th at of th e Rev. Fr. George at Sacred

Th e second of th e series of lectures 
by th e Rev. Fr.
